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MAKE-UP REAL - 
RIDDLE TO GIRL 
WITH OILY SKIN 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


NE of the things that dis- 

tresses the girl with an oily 
skin is the “shine” that appears 
a little while after she has so 
painstakingly applied her make- 
up. Or should we say “ordinary” 
make-up? For there is a special 
technique by which the woman 
with the oily skin can make up 
and stay made up for several 
hours. 

Of course, the kind of cos- 
mctics has something to do with 
it. You need special foundation 
preparations and ycu need a 
powder that is blended especial- 
ly for oily skins. Such a powder 
will absorb more of the oil and 
moisture than an ordinary face 
powder. Cream rouge sparingly 
used or liquid rouge are best for 
the oily skinned. 

One of the creamy hand lo- 
tions sometimes makes a satis- 
factory powder base for the oily 
skin If you 
,use this, use 
the liquid 
rouge. Go 
over your 
skin with the 
lotion and 
while it is 
still damp 
pour a little 
liquid rouge 
ion: to. tehve 
cupped palm 
of one hand.

Vrhen the lotion is dry, dust or 
your powder liberally, then 1e- 
move the excess with a sof 
brush. 

Vanishing creams are some- 
times more satisfactory and for 
some a liquid powder solves the 
foundation problem. With either 
of these foundations, a light 

yeream rouge is good. If you use 
the vanishing cream apply rouge 
after the foundation, but if you 
use the liquid powder, use the 
rouge first and use it liberally. 

The liquid rouge is also good with 

the liquid powder, but both are 

drying to the skin. 

You will find that properly ap- 
plied make-up will last for some 
time, but when the shine does 


appear, do not continue to pow- 
der over the oil and dust, but 
completely’ remove your cosmet- 
ics, freshen the skin and re-apply 
your make-up. For this daytime 
cleansing one of the liquid 
cleansers or the water-soluble 
creams are easy to use and en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

These cosmetics will help cure 
the excessive oiliness if the skin 
is not broken out. If there are 
pimples, however, you should use 
as few cosmetics as possible. .Use 
a healing ointment and a lotion 
with a calmine base that will 
form a protective film over the 
skin and discourage further in- 
fection. 


The directions IT have given 
you for caring for the oily skin 
will help in clearing up the con- 
dition, but you must also want a 
lovely skin sufficiently to follow 
your doctor’s orders about diet,- 
proper elimination. 7resh air, sun 
and exercise.

President Mosciki of Poland Is a Scientist, So He 


OLAND'S government would 

make an excellent basis for a 
musical comedy on the order of 
“Of Thee I Sing.” In the stage 
play Vice-President Wintergreen 
was the forgotten man; in actual 
Poland President Ignatz Mosciki 
—if not forgotten—plays so small 
a part in the governing anid so 
important a role in another field 
that one receives an impression 
they’re all slightly delirtous over 
there. 

President Mosciki is Poland’s 
foremost scientist, and he ranks 
as one ot the best in the world. 
As an electro-chemist and elec- 
tro-physicist, he has been trying 
to- harness science and states- 
manship for many years, but he 
has found that the two refuse to 
go in tandem, so he has just 
frankly admitted it to be so, and 
has gone back to his test tubes. 

What about the government? 
The government is. and has been 
since 1926. Marshal Pilsudski. 
His. power has been almost dic- 
tatorial, but he has always side- 
stepped the presidency, holding 
the premiership long enough to

get things in order and then tak- 
ing a nominal place as Minister 
of Military Affairs. 

Professor Mosciki was elected 
in 1926 after Pilsudski made his 
coup, and he was re-elected in 
1933 for another seven-year term. 
Since Pilsudski takes charge of 
all governmental affairs, the 
President, has been able to con- 
tinue his vastly important work 
on inventions. His latest is an 
air - conditioner that supplies 
mountain air to homes. It has 
helved his asthma a great deal 

Born in 1867, Ignatz Mosciki 
studied at the University of Riga 
and the University of London. He 
became a professor in Switzer- 
land and worked in the field -of 
electro - chemistry. Returging to 
Polana, he built huge fertilizer 
;works, which have been tremen- 
aously valuable to the farmers. 

He is tall, thin, benign and 
friendly. He can always te found 
in his laboratory and asks only

bage. .Blend well and serve in 
little toasted bread cases

Crab-Tomato Salad
